The export debenture plan is a

Statistics recently made available 
show an alarming condition through­ 
out the I nited States with respect to 
agriculture, which has now reached 
the lowest ebb in the history of the 
country. With the price of all staple 
farm products at the lowest ebb sim e

fails to place agriculture on a pan 
with industry, it wou d arr ear th a 
immediate recovery h virtually an 
impossibility.

The debenture plan is not as much 
a subsidy as the tariff drawback priv­ 
ilege now accorded many American 
manufacturers or the tariff reduc- 
tions given Uuban sugar, greatly to 
the benefit of American capitalists. 
Under the tariff drawback arrange- 
ment American manufacturer^ are 
actually paid what amounts to an 
export bounty on goods sold abroad,
